This  gives  a crude  death-rate  of  13*8  per  1,000  of  the  population.  When  corrected  for  the 
comparability  factor  (*76)  the  standardised  death-rate  is  10.5  as  compared  with  a figure  (provisional) 
of  11*3  for  England  and  Halos. 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  was  comparatively  high,  having  only  been  exceeded  once  in  the 
last  10  years,  in  1952,  when  180  deaths  were  recorded. 

The  comparability  factor  takes  account  of  the  sox  and  age  distribution  of  the  population  and 
makes  tho  figures  more  comparabLe  with  that  of  other  areas.  Hence  after  standardisation  tho  death- 
rate  is  below  the  average  for  tho  country.  The  largo  proportion  of  deaths  are  due  to  conditions 
associated  with  old  age.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  remain  only  four  houses,  all  in  the  isolated  parts  of  the  area,  without  mains  water. 

It  is  hoped  that  a mains  supply  will  be  provided  at  one  of  these  houses  in  the  near  future. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  and  a constant  supply  uf  excellent 
quality  is  maintained.  Supply  is  in  all  cases  direct  to  the  houses,  standpipes  being  non-existent 
in  the  area, 

I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  for  the  following 
information  with  regard  to  the  supply: - 

1.  The  water  supply  has  been  of  a satisfactory  quality  during  the  year, 

2.  Ninety  (90)  samples  of  the  distributed  T.A,  No. 3 and  4 supply  were  examined  during 
the  year,  with  the  following  results:-

The  high  non-faecal  coli  count  would  be  caused  by  disturbance  of  such  deposits  and 
it  will  be  noted  that  another  sample  in  a different  locality  on  the  same  day  was 
free  from  coli  as  was  a repeat  sample  in  the  area  giving  the  high  count  taken 
2 days  later.

3,  The  Thirlmere  water  is  neutralised  with  hydrated  lime  at  the  headworks  so  as  to 
give  a pH  value  around  7 in  the  town  area.  Plumbo-solvency  tests  over  a number 
of  years  indicate  that  water  which  has  stood  in  contact  with  lead  service  pipes 
overnight  contains  not  more  than  0.2  ppm  lead  as  Pb.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS  AND  OTHER  INSECT 

No  cases  of  bug  infestation  were  discovered  during  the  year.  The  he Lp  of  the  Department 
was  sought  on  20  occasions  in  eliminating  other  insects  includings  wasps  - D.D.T.,  Zaldecide  and  Cymag 
were  successfully  used.  The  Council’s  Refuse  Tip  was  entirely  without  crickets  during  the  year.

There  are  several  stables  and  one  knacker's  yard  in  the  district.  Arrangements  for  bones 
and  offals  have  been  improved  at  the  latter  premises. 

Removal  of  these  materials  and  other  refuse  is  undertaken  at  very  frequent  intervals. 

In  all  140  inspections  were  made  to  the  knackers  yard,  stables,  piggeries,-  a, id  other  premises  where 

animals  are  being  kept. 

One  Rag  Dealer's  premises  is  registered  and  this  business  was  carried  on  quite  satisfactorily. 
Two  Metal  Dealer's  premises  are  registered  and  subject  to  inspection  of  premises  and  records.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Other  than  dairies  at  farms  which  are  controlled  by  the  ministry  of  Agri cu Iture  i Fisheries, 
there  are  in  the  area  some  6 dairies  only.  Two  of  these  premises  are  licensed  by  the  County  Council 
as  pasteurisers. 

There  were  16  purveyors  retailing  milk  in  Hale  at  the  end  of  1954,  as  against  60  in  1939. 

The  district  was  specified  a designated  area  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  as  from  1st  January,  1954, 
and  from  that  date  all  milk  sold  in  the  area  must  be  either  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  or  Tuberculin  Tested, 
or  until  the  30th  September,  1954,  Accredited. 

One  producer/ retai  ler,  who  was  selling  "loose"  milk  not  of  the  authorised  designations  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year,  was  warned,  and  gave  up  the  retail  sale  of  such  milk.

It  was  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  one  retailer  to  this  latter  requirement,  which  of  course  also 
meant  the  replacement  of  existing  stock  of  obsolete  bottles.

In  that  case 
the  hot  mix  is  used  in  accordance  with  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947  - 52.  Ice 
Cream  is  also  sold  at  24  other  promises  in  the  district,  in  each  case  under  satisfactory  conditions  - 
in  19  of  these  premises  only  prepacked  Ice  Cream  is  sold. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  A 1C  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  no  registered  or  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Butchers  obtain  thei 
meat  supplies  from  Altrincham  and  Manchester.  17  visits  have  been  made  to  the  shops,  and  the  meat 
exposed  for  sale  was  of  reasonable  quality.  1 new  butchers  shop  has  been  opened  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

The  Council  maintained  weekly  emptying  uf  ashbins  throughout  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  a new  S.S  D.  Fore  & Aft  Ti pper  was  delivered  to  replace  an  obsolete  $.&  D.  Freighter.  The 
Department  also  has  two  other  S.£  D.  Freighters,  making  3 vehicles  in  all. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  over  the  whole  district. 

Cesspools  and  septic  tanks  are  emptied  free  of  charge  by  the  Council  as  required.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  are  at  present  121  houses  in  the  district  draining  to  cesspools  or  septic  tanks. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  - available  tipping  space  is  becoming  short 
and  good  progress  continues  to  be  made  with  a causeway  across  the  pond  in  preparation  for  the  day  when 
other  tipping  space  has  boon  fully  utilised.  CnLy  inorganic  material  is  being  tipped  into  water 
for  the  making  of  this  causeway,  and  the  work  has  proceeded  without  detriment  to  the  Grove  Pool  and 
the  fishing  facilities  enjoyed  there. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  by  one  of  the  Council's  workmen,  trained  in  disinfestation  methods. 

Disinfestation  of  the  Council's  sowers  carried  out  during  the  year  was  as  follows:- 
In  March  a maintenance  treatment  was  effected  by  baiting  29  manholes,  and 
poison  baits  were  subsequently  laid  in  these. 

A 10J.  test  was  conducted  in  September  and  revealed  evidence  of  rats  in  6 out 
of  72  manholes  baited,  there  being  600  foul  sewer  manholes  in  the  area. 

As  a result  of  this  tost,  treatment  was  confined  to  23  manholes,  and  these 
showed  evidence  of  rats  in  7,  and  poisoning  was  effected  in  these  manholes. 

The  Council  continued  to  t neat  dwelling  houses  infested  with  rats  and  mice,  free  of  charge.
